At which the King of Jeraſalem was lo grieved, 
that he ventared irito the preſſe, and ſeeing Perion (being 
the man that hehated moſt in all. the World )-he-fer'u 
him onhi« back, and he received three great blows before 
he could turne his face. And in ſetting on him, he cryed,. 
Raſcall, through your meanes my Children are imprifon- 


ed ; but I will ſoon be revenged of you, ' for you ſhall die 


without remedy, and that _ So Perion knew then, 
who it was that he dealt with, wherefore he ranne upon 


hin, and at his arivall, ftruck him on the back ſo'ftrongly, 


that his eyes dazeled, and he ftaggered ready to fall. Thns 
the Pagans and Chriftians handled one another, -a great 
number whereof lay dead, as well without- the walls as 
within ; for the atfoult hourly cncreaſed,_ but it was well 
aſſayled, and well defended, in ſach manner thax the King 
was thrice repulſed, and he recharged them three times a+ 
new. Yet he knew that it was a folly forhim to ſtrive with

The Brigantine did what lay in-its power, to'carry cer- 
taine cdings , and tarried a long time without appacring 
at all: aud it had fo good fortune that a lictle ſhip 0 
Chriftians , which thought to land to get freſh warer, 
fell into her hands. Wherefore turning file, ſhe carried 
this Veſſel! into the place froni whence ſhe came: and by 
the Maſter. of the ſhip they knew that the Army of the 
Chriſtians were neere, and purpoſed to come raiſe the 
Seige at Conflantinople, and give their enemies battecl}, be- - 
fore they ſhould compaſſe the meanes to retreat. This 
news did nota jot diſhearten or aftoniſh the King of B- 
gle , butheasked if there were many. Sir anſwered the 
Maſter, yes more then you think for, And of what Coun- 
trie ? ſaid the King. Some of Gazle, ſaid fie, others of 
Rome, of Sobradiſe, of Spaine, of great Britaine , of Irs-

ed, ten Elephants overthrowne, "and ſeven or eight thou- 
ſand Ladders broken in peeces.. Nevertheleſs a good part 
.of the wall was at laſt thrown down by force of their 
Rams, and other Engines. When the Pagans ran dire&ly 
tothe Bulwarke, and there they fought hand to hand,put- 
-ing thoſe within well-nigh out of breath, if the Emperor 
had not then arvived , but at his arivall he did pertorme 
ſuch deeds of Armes , that he ſtopped his enemics, and 
made them ſomewhat retire. You have now heard what 
was done on the Land, now itremaineth to tell you what 
was done at Sea. Norandell and the Earle Frandals, coming 
neere to the Kings of Bwgie, of Giloffe gave ſigne of Battell 
to their ſouldiers : and they had ſo faire a winde, ' that at 
their arivall they | did mnch hurt to the Turks by their 
Lances of fire, and Granadoes, wherewith fiftic Veſſells- - 
were ({poiled preſently. And the Dukes of Ortilezſaand 
AMaiſtre did mile it evidently appeare, with what afte&tion 
they ſerved their Maſter. And the Apes that were in the 
great Ship that brought Amadis and thoſe of the Firme 
Iſland. This nimble beaſt as is well knowne , who were 
about cyo'thouſand in number, - did ger a top of the Ship, 
and did continually ſhoot arrowes in «fach great abun- ' 
- dance that it was as thick as haile, and they were ſo nimble 
| that none could come at them to offend them. But the con- 
cufion of this fierce battell was thus, that in leſſe then an 
houres fpace there was more then five hundred Veſſels of 
the Enemies ſuncke, but this was not done without the 
Tofſe of many good Chriſtians. During theſe paſſages, the

Who findingthemſelves ſo hotly 
charged both before and behinde, that ſome fled, and others 
thought 'ro-rally againe which was impoſlible : for the 
Queenes Pintiquin:ſtre and Calefes with their women gave 
them fo much to doe, that the Emperqrof. Trebiſcnd, 
derie Kingiof Breigne and many others that followed them, 
ſaid, that: they never {aw better warriers, And as they 


traverſcd through the Ranks, they found out Amadir, El. . 
plandian, Perion, Liſuart, and moſt part of the Knights of ' 


great ' Britaine and Gawle, amongit a Squadron of Perſe 
ans, Who were romed and. fled with their Souldans *'14- 
borlazes., Culifs' and others both foot and horſe, - But there 
was a greatflaughter , in fuch manner, that the blood co» 


 veredche fields, juſt like the overflowing of a River in the 


time of a flood, -and had it not been for the obſcure night, 
there had not been 'one of the Enemies ſaved. Then Amas- 
dis commanded to ſound the retreat, hoping the next da 

to purine their good fortune, Thoſe who gave the aſſault 
to the Towne had won it,had it not been that one reported 
to them , that the battel! was loſt, wherefore (being ſeized 
with cold feare)they retired in bad order. Which the Ear 
peror. knowing, he chaſed them, ſo that he did (lay ten 
thouſand of them, then being conftrained to leave the 


Chaſe by reaſon of the dark,they entred into the City, re i 


ſolving to purſue their enterprize ſo ſoon as day ſhould 
appear. Bat it was not thedetermination of thoſe that fled, 
for they reſolved to take ſhipping ſo ſoon as they could, 


and depart. And this determination they ſoon put in exe- i 


cution. And by good chance they found their ſhips, where- 
into they entred, not ſtanding {upon Complements who 
ſhould firft enter,ſo that ſix thouſand of them were drownd 
for hafte, and fix thouſand more remained on the Land, 
having no ſhipping. So the Moone ſhining bright and cleer, 
they had the better nieanes to weigh anchors, and depart,
